Our mortgage lavr and prp.cticc of 
today, however, as I have indicated, 
trace buck directly to the Anglo- 
Saxons.

One was known as tiic "vif-guge" or 
live pledge. Under this form the lender 
took title to the property and pock- 
eted all the rents or other income from 
it, until he had recovered the amount 
he had lent — presumably with interest. 
Incidentally, there is a curious modern 
survival of this idea which the writer, 
as a real estate mortgage banker, sees 
in practice every day of his life; where 
real estate bonds are issued against a 
first mortgage security it is now recog- 
nized as the best practice for the lender 
to require that a definite part of the 
earnings of the property be set aside 
each month to pay interest and gradu- 
ally to pay back, the principal.

The Aacient "Dead Pierre" 

The other form of ancient mortgage,
